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Coach Joe Cipriano’s Nebraska Cornhuskers play their 
third home conference game of the year this evening when 
the Huskers host Guy Strong’s Cowboys from Oklahoma 
State University. 

Nebraska is 10-5 on the year and 3-0 in Big 8 play. The 
Huskers in conference play have beaten Kansas State (74-61), 
Oklahoma (68-61) and Colorado (85-59). 

Oklahoma State is 7-8 on the year and 2-1 in Big 8 play. 
The Cowboys in league action have beaten Iowa State 
(101-95), Missouri (94-75) and have lost to Kansas (71-60). 

After three Big 8 games, junior All Big 8 guard Jerry 
Ford leads Nebraska in scoring with a 20-point average. 
Behind Fort is Larry Cox with a 16-point average. 

Rebound leaders for the Huskers are sophomore forward 
Bob Siegel with a 10.7 average and senior forward Steve 
Erwin with a 6.3 average. 

Scoring leaders for the Cowboys after two Big 8 games 
are guards sophomore Ronnie Daniel and senior K. C. Kin- 
caide. Daniel is scoring at a 19.4 clip and Kincaide is 
averaging 14.7-points-per-game. 

Rebound leader for Oklahoma State is senior center 
Andy Hopson. Hopson is averaging 11.3 rebounds per game 
and has been the Big 8 rebound leader for the past two years.

Nebraska is off to its best Big 8 start since the 1966-67 
season when the Huskers won five of their first six league 
games. Oklahoma State is off to a surprise start since the 
Cowboys finished seventh in the Big 8 tournament last De- 
cember. 

Fort said he isn’t surprised in Nebraska’s early league 
success, “I knew what kind of team we had,” he said. “The 
main thing now is that we keep our heads, not let down and 
don’t look ahead.” 

Strong said the Cowboys have benefited from early season 
losses to national basketball powers. “I’m real pleased that 
we're playing well going into the conference season,” he said. 
“Playing some of the best teams in the country on the road, 
like Southern Cal, UCLA and Kentucky, has really prepared 
us for the Big 8 season.” 

Nebraska leads the Cowboy-Husker series 27-22. The 
Huskers and OSU met three times last year, Nebraska win- 
ning twice (69-62, 71-63) and the Cowboys winning once 
(79-66).
